New York, Sept. 8.— A strike was 
ordered on th e subway and elevated 
lines and several surface system s of 
the Interborough Rapid Transit c m 
piny.

or recount on a referendum. 
"Political corrupter.; may, In the e 
states, bribe voters, colonize vo'ers 
and repeat them to their hearts con 
tent and redress of any kind is prat 
tiredly Impossible," she said. 
"In my Judgment," she added, "the 
women of this land not only have th*1 
right to si* on the steps of congrue 
until It acts, hut it Is their self respect 
ing duty to Insist upon enfranchise 
ment by that route."
